Also whatever increases the consump 
tion of power within the maximum ¢a- 
pacity of the power plant decreases the 
proportional cost of production, since 
particularly in 


the greatest expense, 


hydro-electric plants, is in the initial 
cost of plant and establishment of trans 
mission lines and equipment. 

The energy which the electric equip- 
ment manufacturers are devoting to im 
transformers, 


provements in motors, 


converters, transmission wire, outdoor 
equipment for taking power from main 
transmission lines for individual farm, 
small town or factory use, and the wide 
dissemination of information regarding 
the use of such equipment, all lead to- 
ward the wide adoption of electricity 
for power purposes within the network 
of these great central power stations. 
In the rapid advancement of the 
South and the development that is now 
fairly under way, this almost unlimited 
supply of electrical energy is being ex 
tensively utilized, and it will undoubt- 
edly form a most important element in
